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INTRODUCTION 


St. Gregorios Dayabhavan is a caregiver — volunteers love, care, compassion, and protection — to orphaned infants, HIV-affected 
and infected children, and AIDS/TB patients. Inmates receive health care and education (primary to a professional level). Further, 
it helps with the education expenses of 253 disease-affected day scholar children. 


Despite many uncertainties and challenges, Dayabhavan has strived to embrace the path of service and genuine empathy for 
marginalized and unprotected lives. Instilling quality of life among oppressed and exclusive communities is the core objective of 
this mission. The vision of the founder-president (late) Dr. Geevarghese Mar Osthathios Metropolitan is a driving force that is to 
nourish and nurture young minds and excluded lives for a better tomorrow. The organization campus is in Vanigere Village of 
Kunigal Taluk, 80 km west of Bangalore City in Karnataka State. 


It is a challenging task to provide all inmate children, adult patients, and infants with nutritious food to fight against infections and 
make up for immunity levels, in particular, for those under the ART regimen. Further, the number of admissions in the infant foster 
center increased progressively during the last three years requiring focussed attention and care round the clock. Considering a 
large population of disease-infected individuals and families live in the rural district of Tumkur, many of who lost the way in the 
pandemic environment, Dayabhavan volunteered with whatever resources it could gather. Significantly, during this period of 
resource and logistic constraints, a large circle of friends and well-wishers came to help the organization. We have felt that an 
urgent need exists to implement subsistence and sustenance schemes to feed and empower people living with HIV (PLHIV) and 
their families through sponsored programs. 


Free health camps, subsidized drinking water supply, adoption services, outreach programs for Tuberculosis and HIV/AIDS control, 
health awareness classes through onsite education and blood campaigns are few grassroots services undertaken by the

A.2) Gifts to children and babies on campus 


Toddler mattresses, infant tops & knicker sets, dresses for children and babies, bed sheets, bath towels, detergents, and soaps 
were gifts of Bella Rose Apparel Group (Tirupur, Bangalore) for all 72 inmates (Boys), 25 infants, 253-day scholars (Boys and Girls), 
and staff on the campus.

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B. HEALTHCARE 





B.1) Dayasparsha Hospital, Tumkur 


The hospital gives medical and counseling support to AIDS and Tuberculosis patients, such as anti-retroviral therapy, nursing, and 
palliative care. The staff regularly conducts health camps and outreach programs in rural communities. It is the only hospital of its 
kind in nearby districts of Mandya, Ramnagara, Chikkaballapura, Chitradurga, Chikmagalur and Hassan. 


The hospital is in close liaison with the National AIDS Control Organization, Revised National Tuberculosis Control Program, 
Karnataka Health Promotion Trust, and Karnataka State AIDS Prevention Society, and acknowledge their support. 


There have been fewer cases (13) of H/V identified by the Integrated Counselling & Testing Center (ICTC) during the year 2020-21 
(as against 22 in the previous year, 2019-20). The bed-days of 5134 is also low (as compared to 5916 in 2019-20). The data is in 
Table-2.

B.3) Dayadeepthi 


During a follow-up program for people living with HIV, Dr. Sandesh (Chief Medical Officer, Thammaiah Hospital, Tumkur), Dr. Licy 
Cherian (Medical Superintendent, DMMH and Dayasparsha), and Dr. Shivakumar (Administrator, Dayasparsha Hospital, Tumkur) 
distributed protein powder, immunity booster medicines, and bedsheets at Dayasparsha Hospital, Tumkur on 20 January 2021. 





B.4) Geriatric/Palliative Care 


The Wings Geriatric and Palliative Center, located in Medical Mission Hospital premises in Kunigal, cared for four elderly inmates 
in 2020-21. The organization provides all inmates comprehensive care and healthy food in a wholesome environment. The citizens 
receive treatment for physical & psycho-social symptoms, pain control, and moral well-being. 


The institution also serves as the referral center of the Bangalore Baptist Hospital. 
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C. CAPACITY BUILDING & OUTREACH PROGRAMS 


C.1) RNTCP against Tuberculosis - Community Empowerment 


The community empowerment program initiated by RNTCP of the Government of India advocates health information on 
Tuberculosis care with a goal of TB-free India by 2025. Since the suspension of most activities during the year, promotion of 
advocacy, communication, and social mobilization (ACSM) for TB prevention and care was limited. Dayabhavan (role of 
implementing partner of RNTCP) conducted 12 awareness programs at Areyur, Ayyanapalya, Bugudanahalli, Gulur, Halanur, 
Honnenahalli, Kaidala, Lakkanahalli, Maidala, Shettyhalli, Yadavani, and Yediyur villages of Tumkur District. 


Resource persons were Sri. Ramesh V.G. (Co-ordinator, St. Gregorios Dayabhavan), Sri. Muralidhara Gowda (Counselor and 
Warden, St. Gregorios Dayabhavan), and Sri. Lakshmipathi (Counselor, Dayasparsha Hospital) who communicated the role of 
Dayabhavan and RNTCP program; introduction to TB; mode of transmission and symptoms; types of TB; treatment for TB; 
prevention of the disease; services available at Dayabhavan and Government facilities; responsibility of the public; and, expected 
outcome. 
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C.2) World Tuberculosis Day Rally 


St. Gregorios Dayabhavan, Kunigal Taluk Health Department, and Kunigal Taluk Hospital jointly rallied to commemorate the event 
in Kunigal town with Sri Guruprasad (Circle Inspector, Kunigal) leading the march. Dr. Jagadish (Taluk Health Officer), Dr. Ganesh 
Babu (Administrative Medical Officer, Taluk Hospital, Kunigal), Dr. Shivakumar (Administrator, Dayasparsha Hospital, Tumkur), Sri. 
Ajeej (Teacher, Mahatma Gandhi High School, Kunigal), Sri. Narasimharaju (Senior Treatment Supervisor, RNTCP, Kunigal), Sri. 
Muralidhara (Senior Counselor, St. Gregorios Dayabhavan), and Sri. Ramesh, V.G. (Programme Coordinator, St. Gregorios 
Dayabhavan, Kunigal) took part in the event on 24-March-2021 and celebrated the theme The Clock is Ticking.

C.3) Health awareness - College programs 


Topics dealt at the Government First Grade College, Hebbur (Tumkur District) on 5-Feb-2021 were COVID-19, managing 
adolescence, and HIV infection; Dr. Shivakumar (Administrator, Dayasparsha Hospital, Tumkur), Sri. Ramesh V.G. (Co-Ordinator, 
St. Gregorios Dayabhavan) and Muralidhara (Counselor and Warden, St. Gregorios Dayabhavan) led the deliberations. 
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In Sirivara Pre-University College, Tumkur, blood grouping and health awareness classes were on 6 February 2021. Teaching faculty 
and students attended the session along with Mr. Shivanna (Principal), Mr. Chethana (Vice-Principal), Mr. Rangaswamy (Panchayat 
Member), Mr. Narasimhamurthy (President, Grama Panchayat, Sirivara), and Mr. Amzad Pasha (PDO, Sirivara). 


The program focused on many relevant adolescent concerns, the role of youth, transmission, symptoms, screening, treatment, 
management, prevention, myths and facts of AIDS, and the relevance of blood donation. The students were encouraged to fight 
the stigma and discrimination against AIDS prevailing in society. The key to mitigating the illness is through assimilation of 
knowledge which helps prevent transmission, spread, and medical management. The organization has the experience and facilities 
to deal with and care for TB and AIDS patients. 


C.4) Voluntary Blood Donation Drive 


C.4.1) The first blood donation campaign held jointly by Tumkur District Blood Bank and Seva Bhagya Foundation on 24-April-2020 
collected 58 units. Dr. H.D. Ranganath (Hon’ble MLA, Kunigal) inaugurated the event. Mr. Vishwanath (Tahsildar, Kunigal), Mr. 
Niranjan Kumar (Circle-Inspector of Police, Kunigal), Mr. Vikas Gowda (Sub-Inspector of Police, Kunigal), and Dr. Ganesh Babu 
(Administrative Medical Officer, Kunigal Taluk Hospital) donated. 
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C.4.2) Sanjeevini Blood Bank, Tumkur, and Dayabhavan held a second camp at Dayabhavan Medical Mission Hospital on 26 April 
2020, which yielded 35 units.

C.4.3) A third mega blood donation drive was organized with Vasavi Yuvajana Sangha on 3 May 2020 in Kunigal and collected 85 
units of blood on this occasion. Mr. Vishwanath (Tahsildar, Kunigal) inaugurated the campaign. The organization acknowledges 
the wholehearted support of all donors and facilitators. Mr. Vikas Gowda (Sub-/nspector of Police, Kunigal) participated in the 
donation drive. The campaigns promote awareness of blood donation and life-saving measures during accidents and injuries. 
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D. DAYAKIRANA INFANT CARE AND ADOPTION CENTER 


D.1 Occupancy and Adoption 


St. Gregorios Dayabhavan serves as the partner NGO for the State Adoption Resource Agency (SARA) under the Integrated Child 
Protection Society, Central Adoption Resource Authority (CARA), and the Department of Women and Child Development, 
Government of Karnataka. 43 infants were cared for, and 28 placed under adoption during 2020-21. Altogether, Dayabhavan 
performed 24 home-study reports and 4 follow-up visits. The total number of adoptions since inception (November 2018) is 47.

D.2) Get together - Adopted and Prospective Adoptive Parents 


A meeting of this kind helps to understand many aspects of the infant care and adoption procedures and popularize adoption 
services rendered. In the interaction, the staff explained various legal, due-diligence, and human processes that precede adoption 
to the prospective adoptive parents (PAP). The adopted ones shared many emotional and happy moments of their lives with the 
infants under their care. Sri. Raghavendra Shettigar (Sr. Civil Judge and Judicial Magistrate of First Class, Tumkur and Member 
Secretary, District Legal Services Authority, Tumkur) released a Child Life Book to record the special moments and activities of the 
baby during the function. Dr. K. Rakesh Kumar IAS (erstwhile Deputy Commissioner and Magistrate, Tumkur District), Smt. Vasanthi 
Uppar (District Child Protection Officer, Tumkur), Sri. Ashok Yaragatti (Hon’ble Member, Karnataka State Commission for 
Protection of Child Rights, Bangalore), Dr. Licy Cherian (Medical Superintendent, Dayabhavan Medical Mission Hospital), the staff 
of DCPO and Dayakirana, and almost 50 adopted and Prospective Adoptive Parents participated in the function. There was much 
appreciation for the unrelenting services of the Dayakirana and DCPO staff. In the last 2-1/2 years, the center placed 47 infants in 
the care of eligible parents after due diligence, the highest number of adoptions in a center within the State of Karnataka.

Superintendent, Dayabhavan Mission Hospital), Sathyan Parakadavil (Honorary Treasurer, St. Gregorios Dayabhavan), and Ramesh 
V.G. (Programme Co-ordinator, St. Gregorios Dayabhavan) were present in the occasion. We are sure that Suhas is in safe custody 
and will take on the joys and blessings of life. 





D.5) Baby Needs 


A food company agreed to supply all infant milk products at the Infant care and adoption center at the lowest (25% discount) 
prices which was a blessing for the organization. While this complies with the Infant Milk Substitute Act (IMS Act 1992), the 
response favors all CARA-certified baby centers which foster babies and children under the Juvenile Justice Act. 


Further to this, a business group assured us of a continuous supply of baby food for a year. An apparel group provided infant 
mattresses and dresses. These mean much to the organization and cherishes the hope that it will continue to serve the needy.

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E. CAMPUS INITIATIVES AND OUTREACH ACTIVITIES 


E.1) Feed the Needy 


During the lockdown period and the rest of the pandemic environment, Dayabhavan volunteers distributed meal packets to 
homeless, unemployed migrant workers, and the mentally deprived persons on the streets and makeshift camps of Kunigal. They 
were all severely affected due to a lack of trade and business. The food packets served were prepared in the campus kitchen and 


served 46500 people so far. 
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E.2) Survival kit Distribution 





In the period between January and March-21, Dayabhavan distributed 495 survival kits (comprising of wheat flour, rice, lentil, 
cereal, dates, pulses, sugar, and oil) to disease-infected widows by coordinating with District Administration, District AIDS

Dayabhavan) addressed the inmates explaining the necessary steps to be followed, such as hand-wash, the importance of wearing 
masks, promoting the use of sanitizers, etc. St. Gregorios Dayabhavan and the Labour Office, Kunigal together organized a COVID- 
19 Awareness Campaign on 3-April-2020 at Labour Camps in Kunigal and KRS Agrahara. Mr. H.M. Somashekhar (Labour Inspector, 
Kunigal) addressed the audience about sanitation, hygiene, face masks, physical distancing, masks, and sanitizers.

The organization responded with a positive outlook when the pandemic struck when all activities shut down. The inmates 
cultivated its campus grounds aiming to reduce market dependency. Coconuts (oil), coriander, ragi (flour), coffee beans, and chili 
powder were harvested in surplus, after inhouse consumption, and sold. The fresh farm produces — Fresh bhindi, brinjal, 
cucumber, and bitter gourd — replaced purchased vegetables.

It formalized a plan to sell the fresh produce after meeting the sustenance needs of the inmates. With little or no impact on the 
environment and using an aquaponic agricultural strategy, Dayabhavan aims to produce wholesome food in an integrated and 
self-provisioning manner without generating much waste. A nutritious food supply impacts the health of the inmates favorably. It 
improves the food value chain by reducing expenses and welfare of the inmates of the care home. Such initiatives are likely to 
inspire rural communities and other institutions with domestic income generation opportunities. 


The Bangalore Metropolitan and Diocesan head, Dr. Abraham Mar Seraphim (also the Vice-President of the mission), purchased a 
fresh consignment of farm produce endorsing the venture.

F. RESOURCES
